10— Fire early today almost 
completely destroyed the 
Number Four machine shop 
of tbe Bethlehem Steel com- 
pany. Only the skeleton of 


the big building is standing. 
Machinery and war material 
in the building was said to 
be worth millions of dollars. 
How the fire started is not 
known. It was discovered in 


what is known as the boring 
-mills section of the plant 
among a quantity of oil. 


The fire spread rapidly 


and soon the entire building 
was wrapped in flames. The 


fire department of the steel 
plant was called into action, 
as well as the 
departments
